The 
year was 1897 and upon sharing the name with his 
followers, the name was unanimously accepted. 

The corner’s consecration is a great happening in 
the recent history of our Church.

In the words of Bishop 
C.D. Owens, “may this spot be a place where 
miracles take place and lives are changed.’ Bishop 
Ford proposed the idea of doing the ground conse-

City and state govern- 
ment officials were in attendance. The state officials 
acknowledged their respect for the contributions of 
the Church to the city, state and world.

AFRICAN-AMERICANS RETURN TO THEIR HOME 


Dr. Arelious Walker, pastor of the True Hope 
Church Of God In Christ and his wife, Mrs. 
Walker were accompanied by 20 other 
African-Americans on a missionary journey to 
Nigeria, West Africa. They were the first 
African-American Missionary team to visit 
Nigeria. 

The purpose of the trip was to take the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ to their native African 
brothers and sisters where it(the Gospel) was 
received with open arms. This trip focused 
primarily on the pastors and leaders of the 
churches in Akwalbom and River States; who 
by the way are young men. These young men 
are anxious to spread the Gospel not only to 
those in the cities, but to their brothers and 
sisters in the bush areas. 

The church in Akwa Ibom State was filled 
to its capacity each night of service with peo- 
ple even gathered along side the windows to 
hear and see the ‘‘Americans.” As the Spirit 
ofGod flowed freely and with great magnitude 
through Dr. Walkerand those who sang or 
spoke, they were no longer looked at as the 
“Americans,” but were accepted as brothers 
and sisters. Then they heard that in America 
they no longer consider themselves as blacks, 
negroes, or colored people, but African-Americans, 
the entire building seemed to vibrate with the cheer 
and roar of acceptance verbalized by the natives. 

Many of the missionaries testified to the feeling of 
finally being home, no longer wondering if they were 
actually a part of Africa. They so Nigerians 
that resembled African-Americans they know in the 
States, and surroundings that reminded them of be- 
ing down south. Something else that was noted were 
the similarities in characteristics like the strong em- 
phasis of God, the family, and training of their 
children. The children are respectful, obedient, man- 
nerable, and well disciplined — not abused — by 
parents, school officials and neighbors. At one time, 
these very same values were placed on our families, 
but the family structure in the United States is 
evaporating at an alarming rate. (How can we be so

close, but yet so far?) 

One of the missionaries ac companying Dr. Walker 
was Dr.Devon Wartell, who is in her last year of 
residency in Santa Rosa. Currently, the True Hope 
Church is supporting two clinics in Nigeria financial- 
ly. Dr. Wartell’s main interestwas to provide medical 
assistance to the clinics. On any given day, as many 
as 60 patients are seen by one physician. 

The clinic’s conditions are very primitive, lacking 
necessities such as hot and cold running water, 
electricity, adequate medical supplies, and the 
sterilization offacilities and equipment. The primary 
diagnosis of these patients were malnutrition and the 
disease, malaria. While Dr. Wartell visited the clinic 
her assistance was greatly appreciated, in that she 
helped provide medical treatment and diagnosis 
which relieved Dr. Felix, who is the only physician 
that provides service for the clinic where Dr. Wartell 


assisted. 

The field of Evangelism is wide open for the 
African-American. Dr. Walker stressed in his 
speaking engagements that a bridge was be- 
ing built from America to Africa which would 
enable other African-American missionaries to 
freely come and minister the word of God in 
Nigeria. 

The hunger and thirst for the Word is 
tremendous, in that people walk miles just to 
hear the Word and willingly sit an extensive 
amount of time to be ministered to. The need 
for bibles and spiritual literature is great. 
Already the missionary team has received re- 
quests for Sunday schoolbooks, bible study 
and teaching materials, tapes, tape recorders, 
evangelical material, and much more, to fur- 
ther enhance the move of God. 

The True Hope Church has committed 
themselves to do a greater work in the foreign 
field. They have been and are presently sup- 
porting the West African Advanced School of 
Theology under the assistant vice presidency 
of Dr. C. Igheboro and the Christian 
Fellowship Evangelical Ministry, headed by 
Rev.O.J. Essien. 

Since their return, a Foreign Mission Board 
has been established to meet some of the immediate 
needs of the pastors and evangelists. The main pro- 
jects they are focusing on are: 

© acquiring hospital supplies, 

e the purchase of equipment to dig wells for water, 
and, 

e the repair of a generator which will temporarily 
supply electricity to the clinic until cabling can 
be installed to ensure proper electricity. 

Contributions for the Nigerian Mission work and 
specifically the areas Dr. Walker endeavors to help 
can be made directlythrough the COGIC Mission 
Department in Memphis, TN

Nearly one year ago, Good Friday a dear Saint went home to God. 

Sister Earnestine Ritter was a life long saint and worker for the Lord. Her eh- 
tire family became a part of the Holy Temple COGIC under the leadership of the 
late Bishop OT-Jones,Sr., in 1946.
